"Symptom was: after timing out in stand by mode to unload back to cassette, the tape instead dumped, 
no Auto Off initiated by slack sensor and tape was ‘eaten. ' Manual eject was no problem which was strange 
in light of what we thought caused the problem. 

"After many fruitless hours with no success, someone happened to be 'eyeballing' another location when 
the taped dumped. It was noted the tape stuck to, and half wrap-ped, around the timer roller. Observation 
showed it was extremely soft, sticky and a 'damp' dark color. Replacement cured our problem. 

"Conclusion: Suspect a new spray cleaner we tried out for head drum flushing. Within a week we had 
to stop using it because we discovered it ‘fogged’ the clear hi-voltage brush cover on the top of the head. We 
therefore assumed that optical sensor windows, such as are part of the Timer Roller circuit, would also be 
fogged. The latest assumption then is that the chemical(s) of this cleaner probably melted the roller 
material. 

I do not wish to cause the supplier/manufacturer any undue headaches so I'll just list the ingredients: 


a. Dichlorofluooehane (CAS #1717-00-6) 


b. Isopropyl Alcohol (CAS #67-63-0) 
c. Tetrafluoroethane (CAS #811-97-2)

2) Supply a 100% Multi-Burst signal to the unit and adjust the Record frequency response to 90% 
(VR1, VR2, VC1, VC2 - RA/HA P.C.B.)

NTSC, Y/C, Y,Pr,Pb, YUV, Composite, Component, 
4:2:2, CCIR 601, etc.: What are these terms and how 


do they relate to MII? 





It can be a sobering sight to step behind the 
rack mounts of equipment (VTR's, routers, etc.) at a 
large post production house or television broadcast 
facility. In fact, to most people, this can actually be 
quite intimidating. The truth is that video work (editing, 
distribution) involves a great deal of signal transferring, 
and cables and wiring are the means to this end. Even a 
simple "cuts-only" system with say an AU-63 and an 
AU-65 can become a complicated affair when you set up 
an audio mixing board along with your usual video 
monitors and test equipment. And if this isn't enough, 
now consider the growing desktop and nonlinear 
interface systems and their unique signal requirements 
compared to traditional video. It is one thing for a home 
consumer to connect "video in/video out, audio in/audio 
out" on a couple of consumer grade VHS decks to make 
a dub (much less set the clocks on the decks). It is 
another thing to make and maintain a broadcast grade 
video signal through editing, switching, routing, and 
perhaps on to broadcast or cable distribution. These 
signal concerns are important to MII users because MII 
is a broadcast quality video format. And when using a 
high end format like MII, the difference between a good 
and a great finished video product can often lie in the 
understanding of signal differences, and the details of 
signal transfer (i.e. wiring and cabling). 


As a quick illustration, lets take a Panasonic 


AU-660 studio VTR, turn it around, and look at the back 
of it. The long rectangular black "box" that runs along 
the lower part of the deck is the power supply, and it is 
fairly straightforward with A/C IN and a ground 
connecter. However the upper back area of an AU-660 
is a different matter. To start with, in a long row right 
above the power supply you have 11 XLR 
audioconnections (comprising AUDIO IN, AUDIO 
OUT, and AUDIO MONITOR). In the upper left area 
(labeled VIDEO IN) you have LINE IN, REF. VIDEO 
IN, COMPONENT 1 CTCM VIDEO IN, and 
COMPONENT 2 Y,PrPb VIDEO IN. In the upper 
middle you have your REMOTE, ENCODER and 
WAVEFORM connectors, and in the upper right hand 
area (labeled VIDEO OUT) you have VIDEO 1, VIDEO 
2, VIDEO 3 (SUPER), BLACKBURST, WFM (wave 
form monitor, COMPONENT 1 CTCM, and 
COMPONENT 2 Y,Pr,Pb. Finally, sandwiched in with 
the audio connectors, you have TIME CODE In and Out. 
Yet another set of connectors that enter into this 
discussion are Y/C IN and Y/C OUT. These are not 
found of the AU-660, but they are found on the newer 
MII decks such as the AU-65. It would take a textbook 
to fully explore all of the possibilities for using these 
many connectors. However, in the discussion that 
follows, we will try to hit some of the major highlights of 
this "signal" theme. 


The composite television signal commonly 
called NTSC is the "head honcho" of America's modern 
television broadcasting industry. It began life decades 
ago when black and white (B/W) TV broadcasting first 
came into use, was upgraded with a 3.56Mhz subcarrier 
when color broadcasting came into fashion (still 
receivable on B/W sets), and remains the standard today 
in the U.S., Japan, and many other parts of the world 
(along with sister formats PAL and SECAM). It is a 
composite signal and includes luminance, color and sync 
information all in one signal. However, as widely as 
NTSC is used, it is far from a perfect signal. NTSC is 
plagued by such things as cross modulation and other 
signal degradation, and in traditional broadcast 
applications it uses the majority of its signal energy 
simply for sync purposes. What are the LINE IN and 
LINE OUT (VIDEO OUT) BNC connectors on the back 
of your MII studio VTR? They are NTSC (525 lines, 
59.94 fields per second). In short, you can take basically 
any MlIstudio VTR, carry it into any broadcast facility 
or cable headend, plug in your VIDEO 1 OUT along 
with audio and sync feeds to the appropriate connectors, 
and you can transmit NTSC through whatever frequency 
allocation that specific broadcast facility or cable 
headend is using (channel or channels). Should NTSC 
however be used for all your signal distribution needs, 
such as editing, dubbing, and other production and post 
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production functions? In theory you could run an entire 
facility on NTSC alone. But you would be robbing 
yourself of the benefits of some of the other signal 
sources readily available on MII studio VTR's. 


As already mentioned NTSC combines 
luminance and color (chrominance) into one signal 
(composite). And one of NTSC's greatest shortcomings 
is that these luminance and chrominance signals tend to 
pollute and corrupt each other. These effects are 
especially prominent over multiple generations (i.e. 
editing, dubbing) of a signal. From an engineering 
standpoint, the solution to this problem is to separate the 
luminance and chrominance information during these 
editing and reproduction functions saving NTSC only for 
final broadcast applications. This is the thinking behind 
Y/C and Y,Pr,Pb (component) signal processing. Y/C 
(closely associated with SVHS and Hi8, often just called 
"S"), 1s a two part component signal that separates the 
luminance information (Y) and  chrominance 
information (C) into two distinct parts. This adds 
significant durability to video signal processing, and Y/C 
has grown to be the workhorse of mid-market video 
production (industrial/corporate, etc.) for this reason. 
However, it is possible to go one step better and split the 
chrominance signal even further into what are commonly 
called the "color difference" signals. This is where we 
get the broad industry name of Y,R-Y,B-Y and the trade 
names of Y,Pr,Pb and YUV (originally associated with 
PAL systems). MII commonly uses the terminology 
Y,Pr,Pb. 


To explore these color difference signals 
further, lets look at the internal operation of a modern 
broadcast video camera. Modern television is based on 
the three additive primary colors, red, green and blue. If 
you don't believe this, just get up close to your home 
television (very close) and squint at the screen. What 
you see are actually small clusters of red, green and blue 
dots. These three primary additive colors can be mixed 
to make basically any other color, and that is how the TV 
screen operates. There are three electron guns inside the 
tube shooting through grids, each illuminating the pixel 
areas of one of the primary colors. This scheme of 
operations is also reflected in cameras. "Three-tube" 
cameras of years past had "red," "green" and "blue" tubes 
with the colors separated by a prism before entering the 
tubes. | Modern "three-chip" CCD cameras have 
comparable "red," "green" and "blue" chips also 
employing a prism arrangement. Is there a difference 
between red, green, blue (often used with computer 
monitors as R,G,B) and the luminance, chrominance 
video based signals already talked about? There is a 
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difference, but the two are very closely related. For video 
processing, a modern camera takes the R,G,B feed and 
derives from it an overall luminance value (called Y). 
Then using this luminance value as a standard, and 
subtracting combinations of the color signals, any given 
color value or signal can be solved for algebraically. 
What results are the "color difference" component 
signals used with MII, BetacamSP, 1 inch Type C, and 
which are now also reflected in the component digital 
domain (4:2:2, CCIR 601). These consist of a luminance 
signal (Y) and two color difference signals (Pr,Pb or R- 
Y,B-Y) from which the third primary color signal can 
always be derived with signal processing. 


A few additional notes on Y/C and Y,R-Y,B-Y 
signal processing. Formats such as SVHS, Hi8 and 
Umatic may input and output in Y/C (even Y,R-Y,B-Y 
on some newer SVHS decks) but within these machines 
bothluminance and chrominance signals are recorded on 
a single track. MII and BetacamSP VTR's on the other 
hand not only input and output in Y,R-Y,B-Y, but 
actually record the Y (luminance) and C (chrominance) 
signals on separate tape tracks. In MII, you have a 
luminance or Y track and a separate C track consisting 
of the "color difference" Pr and Pb signals sequenced 
together using a method called "Chroma Time 
Compressed Multiplexing." This is where the acronym 
CTCM originates as used with the MII 12 pin connector. 
This separate Y/C track usage further maximizes signal 
durability and quality above formats such as SVHS, Hi8 
and UmaticSP. The practice of combining Y and C on a 
single track and is the reason SVHS, Hi8 and Umatic are 
often called the "color under" formats. 


Another aspect of Y,R-Y,B-Y signal processing 
is that the MII and Betacam standards for Y,R-Y,B-Y 
are slightly different (the signal voltages on the 
chrominance side). This comes into play when working 
between MII and BetacamSP if the need ever arises 
(dubbing, editing, etc.). If you connect MII and Beta 
machines directly together without taking these 
differences into account, a distorted signal will result. 
Also, it is critical when using the 3 BNC connector 
version of Y,Pr,Pb that the 3 BNC cables be as closely 
matched as possible, especially in their length. In other 
words, don't grab a 5 foot, a 6 foot and then a 10 foot 
BNC cable to tie your decks together in Y,Pr,Pb or to tie 
them to a switcher. As little as a 1/8 inch difference in 
cable lengths can begin to cause phase problems with the 
signals. Keep these cables matched. This is when the 
factory 12 pin CTCM cable can be advantageous over the 
3 BNC cable runs. Please note also that cables that 
convert the 12 pin CTCM (such as on a AU-650) to 3 


part BNC are also available where applications demand 
it. 


How does all this relate to editing and 
production work with MII? Lets take a look ata practical 
example. Lets take an AU-62 and an AU-65 and tie 
them together in a "cuts-only" mode first using NTSC 
(Line In/Out), then using Y/C In/Out, then using 
Y,Pr,Pb In/Out (3 BNC) or the 12 pin CTCM version 
(chrominance time compression multiplexing) found on 
decks such as the AU-650. And with each of these 
signal combinations, lets take a MII source tape and 
copy it over and over until its quality falls below a 
reasonably acceptable level (a value judgement on our 
part). What do we find? Using NTSC, straight deck to 
deck MII, you get roughly three generations before the 
image goes away. In fact, you can see notable losses 
after one pass. Using Y/C, you can make four or even 
five generations with luck (the industry standard for 
SVHS under similar conditions is three to four). 
However, using the three part component Y,Pr,Pb, you 
can go 7 to 8 generations before achieving loses roughly 
equivalent to 3 generations of NTSC (some have claimed 
you can even go as high as 10 with finely tuned 
machines). Additionally, using Y,Pr,Pb, the first 3 
generations (where most traditional editing work is 
done) are almost completely transparent. This means 
that if you are taking advantage of Y,Pr,Pb component 
processing in your editing and production work, you are 
at the top of the chart in terms of analog signal quality 
and signal durability. 


Where does our signal processing go from here? 
Lets touch upon some analog to digital related issues. 
The modern home television set in this country is based 
on NTSC, and the electron beams scanning the screen 
inside this television (to produce a picture) are analog by 
nature, and by definition. This also holds true for the 
loudspeaker producing your television's audio (i.e. it's an 
analog final product). Additionally, the light falling into 
your video camera lens and striking your camera's 
CCD's is also analog in nature as it begins its trip 
through the camera's electronics. And so are the sound 
waves activating your camera'smicrophone. It is a fact 
that digital signal use is becoming more and more 
widespread within our industry. But it should be fully 
realized that these digital technologies are simply a 
sandwich between an analog source, and an analog final 
product. Digital signal use is indeed a very powerful 
tool, but it is only a building block in an overall video 
production chain. 


Along the lines of digital, we now have digital 


processing (desktop, DVE's, etc.), disk storage systems 
(nonlinear, video servers) composite digital tape 
formats, and perhaps the most powerful tape formats 
ever made, the component digital tape formats. What 
are the current signal standards for component digital 
formats such as D-5? These standards are an extension 
of the existing three part analog component signal 
format already used with MII, Type C 1 inch, and 
BetacamSP. You have a luminance signal, and two 
chrominance color difference signals. One of the more 
popular terms associated with digital component 
processing is 4:2:2. In general terms, 4:2:2 indicates 
that in going from A to D, the luminance is sampled at 4 
times the color subcarrier frequency and each of the 
color difference signals are sampled at 2 times the color 
subcarrier frequency. This term had its origins back in 
the days of D-1. CCIR 601 is another notation referring 
to 720 points being sampled in a 4:2:2 manner along 
every line of picture scanning at 13.5 Mhz, and the 
chrominance color difference signals being scanned 360 
times a line at 6.75 Mhz. Please note that in terms of 
television imagery, the human eye tends to be more 
sensitive to luminance than chrominance, hence the 
different Y to C ratios, and the reason digital 
compressions schemes (nonlinear, etc.) often compress 
the chrominance much more than the luminance. 


Other A/D terminology being thrown around 
these days are the pixel ratios when converting NTSC 
based television (fields and frames, 262.5 and 525 lines) 
into digitalformats. Currently, 640 by 480 (note the 3 by 
4 aspect ratio) seems to have evolved as a basic standard 
for digitizing "broadcast" NTSC. This ratio represents a 
direct offshoot from computer based equipment (i.e. 
VGA monitors). Better systems are using slightly higher 
ratios such as 720 by 484 (CCIR 601), and "off-line" 
nonlinear systems are processing in 320 by 240 or even 
less. As a reference, the "higher end" HDTV systems 
standing off on the horizon are on the order of 2000 by 
1000 pixels using the 16 by 9 aspect ratio. 


How does MII relate to digital processing? Is 
MII still potent in the digital age? The truth is that 
MII's signal resolution (comparable to 1 inch type C) 
still overwhelms and far exceeds the vast majority of the 
"desktop" based editing systems out there today, 
especially nonlinear systems. Most of these systems are 
digitizing and processing only a small fraction of an 
original MII source signal. Many of these desktop and 
nonlinear systems may have "cost effectively" caught up 
to SVHS, but there are still some wide margins in terms 
of fully harnessing the bandwidth offered by MII. In 
fact, in terms of acquisition alone (camera original 
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footage using comparable CCD cameras), MII actually 
specs out very close to D-3 in terms of image detail and 
quality of the signal recorded. Analog may have to be 
finessed in terms of multigeneration use, but coming 
Straight from the camera MII is capable of recording an 
extremely crisp and detailed picture. Just ask those who 
are now shooting MII with the new 565 camera. In 
going digital, it is just a question of where you want to 
draw your analog to digital "thresholds" in the overall 
production scheme of things. And by mating analog 
tape storage both with digital signal processing (DSP) in 
cameras and editing systems, you can create some very 
potent and cost effective production systems. 


Looking ahead to continued computerand 
digital growth in broadcast markets, MII engineers are 
remaining busy at their drawing boards. They have 
already looked ahead to using the 16 by 9 aspect ratio 
directly from newer MII decks, and using a CCIR 601 A 
to D output converter as an add-on to existing VIR 
systems. This digital A to D converter is designed 
specifically to allow working integration of MII directly 
into the component digital domain, such as with 
component digital formats like D-5, and with desktop 
and nonlinear editing systems working along 4:2:2 lines. 
The new “W" Power series MII VTR's are tailored 
specifically for the desktop digital environment, and 
represent one of the most competitive VTR's available 
today in terms of signal carrying capacity for its cost. 
To further illustrate MII's potentials in a "digital" world, 
lets take a look at the following future scenario. 


Five years from now I am hired to produce a 
broadcast television pro that will air on a DBS 
(Direct Broadcast Safetfhie system. Millions of 
consumers now have the 18" EBS disks on their homes, 
and DBS constitutes an ever growing percentage of the 
television market. The "head end"'for this DBS facility 
‘uses D-5 digital component VTR's and disk based 
| storage. To produce this program, I take my WV-F565 
DSP camera, and acquire MII footage in the field. Then 
using my studio MII VTR tied into a CCIR 601 or 
similar A to D converter, I digitize my pristine camera 
original footage as needed into a very high quality low 
compression nonlinear storage/editing system that is 
actually capable of absorbing MIT's full image quality. 
Traditional generational loses (the most notable 
objection to analog) are now a thing of the past, and 
using this computer based system, I build my program. 
When I am through editing, I master to D-5 either there 
in the edit suite, or by carefully transporting my 
nonlinear disk storage array to a D-5 equipped facility. 
The D-5 master is then shipped to the DBS headend. 
The final product is digitally broadcast across the 
country with beautifulcolor and clarity, and with 
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acquisition quality rivaling any other format in use at 
the time. 


How many new digital tape formats will be 
released in the next five years? There will be many, just 
check out NAB 95. But in terms of acquisition, will 
these formats affordably exceed the cost to benefit 
threshold currently offered by MII driving a Y,R-Y,B-Y 
based 4:2:2 converter? This has yet to be seen. It is just 
a question of where you want to draw your analog to 
digital "line."
